Town Council had some important matters 


o consider on Monday evening when the 
regular meeting of that body took place. One 
was the petition of a local trolley company, 
if which Frank N. Booz, formerly of Bristol, 
s one of promoters, for a franchise to ope- 
rate a road in the borough. It has been al- 
eged that the object of this enterprise was 
merely to obtain possession of a valuable 
'ranchise for speculative purposes, and in 
consequence of this talk Council was advised 
by citizens and some of the papers to turn 
lie ordinance down. Mr. Booz averred that 
he company intended to operate the road in 
ihc borough and eventually extend the line 
to other points. As he has been interested 
D other trolley enterprises which have been 
successfully launched, and which are of 
freat public benefit he has always been ac- 
corded a respectful hearing by Council, and 
he ordinance had passed second reading. 
Council was therefore somewhat surprised 
when Mr. Booz said he would withdraw the 
ordinance, probably a concession to public 
opinion, as he recognized the fact that it 
would be defeated. 


The citizens of the lower end will be glad 


o know that the road from Newtown to 
Doylestown is being pushed with great vigor, 
.he graders being within sight of the county 
aeat. The completion of this line will give 
practically direct communication with all the 
ower section of the county, and will com- 
plete & great trolley circuit to Philadelphia. 
An amendment was made to the ordinance 
;rantiQg the company the right of way into 
he borough. The amendment provided for 
the macadamizing of the road instead of put- 
ting down Belgian blocks. 


The authorities of this county ieel that 


they have made some very important ai rests 
since the adjournment of criminal court. 
The men in the toils of the law are Martin 
Detterline, John Krier, George Johnson, 
Robert Jackson and William H. Anderson, 
;he last two colored, all of this county, and 
Joseph White and his wife. White was ar- 
rested at Jeanette, Pa., and, with his wife, 
is supposed to be engaged in extensive crim- 
inal operations. The arrest of the men and 
the woman grew out of the trial of Charles 
Dudley for burglary last week. Dudley was 
•convicted of burglary. He was employed as 
a farm band by Heston Walton, of fVarmiu- 
ster township. During Mr. Walton's ab- 
sence from home one evening a safe was tak- 
en from the residence and conveyed to a 
place some distance from the house, wnere it 
was broken open and rifled of its contents, 
consisting of money and silverware. Dudley 
and Mrs. White, the latter the housekeeper, 
told an improbable story about a gang of 
men having committed, the crime, but the 
jury convicted him. Mrs. While was then 
arrested, and later Dudley made a confession 
to the authorities, implicating the men 
named. White was captured at Jeanette, 
and the other men were arrested the same 
day. Dudley claims that White conducted 
the affair and obtained most of the plunder. 
A painter named Wilburn Williams was ar- 
rested with the gang, but by mistake, as 
Dudley declares he had nothing to do with 
the affair. 
With the exception of White and 


his wife, against whom the Grand Jury re- 
turned true bills, the prisoners had a hear- 
ing before Justice Webster Grim, of Doyles- 
town, on Monday. They were all remanded 
for trial, except the man Williams, who was 
discharged. The Whites are English people, 
and the authorities believe they are profes- 
sional crooke. The other prisoners appear 
to be the ordinary type of laborers and tarm 
bands common in communities of this kind, 
They may have been led into the affair by 
the ringleaders, as Dudley did not know 
even the names of hia confederates until af- 
ter their arrest, the officers capturing them 
from his description, which accounted for the 
mistake in the case of Williams.

SKO. 1. That the permission: contemplated 
Section 1 of an Act ot the General Assumbb o 
the Commonwealth ot Pennsylvania entitle 
"An Act to amoad the lourth section ol an Ac 
supplementary to an Act enticled'Aii Acttj pre 
vide tor the incorpoiatlou and regulation ol ce 
tain corporations,' approved Apill twentj-ninth 
one thousand ei^bt hundred and Be^enty-tou 
relating to the incorporation and powers of tei( 
graph companies, tor the use oi individual 
firms, and corporations, and fire alarm. ]>olk 
and messenger business," approved tlie 25th da 
otjuiie, A. D , J895, la hereby given to tl 
Standard Telephone Company to construct <in 
operate a telephone system in the borough c 
Bristol, under and ^ubjectp however, to th 
terms and conditions hereinafter named. 


SKO 2 That the poles to be erected by th 
said Company aluill he placed within the cur 
lines, and at ouch a distance trom the curb as th 
Street committee ahall direct Tho poles aha 
be straight und smooth, and shall be painted an 
kept painted their entire length by the mil 
Telephone Company. Wherever the poles ar 
erected the Company shall replace the 01 uteri a 
excavated and relay all bricks, flag or uthe 
pa\ernent so removed, BO that the mime shall b 
In the same good condition as before they wer 
disturbed. When practicable the poles ot an 
other company now occupj ing said streets sha 
he used, when tbe consent ot such, other com 
pany can be obtained. 
And ihe said Telephone Company shall 
place their poles as to do the least Injury to pr 
vate property and least obstruction to pub! 
travel. All disputes in regard to the inspection 
location and planting ot the poles shall be decu 
ed by the Street committee. 


SKO. 3. That the wires erected by said com 
pany shall be so placed as not to Interfere wit 
the wires of other companies now erected, an 
shall be placed above the wires ot the .Newtowu 
Lttti gnome and Bristol Trolley Street Haihva 
Company wherever they cross the same. 


SKC 4. That nothing in this ordinance sba 


affect the rights and privileges granted to otho 
companies to use the streets ot the Borough < 
Bristol tor any put pose. And in the constru< 
lion and operation of their telephone system, th 
eald Standard Telephone Company shall use tl 
most approved means to p event the construe 
tion and operation ot their Bald telephone s^ten 
from in aiiy manner interfering with the opera- 
tion ot the electric light, trolley, telephone 
other company having tbe right to use the slree 
of the borough ot BiUtoi.

That the said Telephone Company 
shall connect any two points designated by the 
Street committee with their exchange) and keep 
both In good repair and working order at all 
times, and the Boiough and Fire Companies 
shall have the right to use the same at all limes, 
tree ot charge. 


SKO. T. That the said company shall at all 
tirnus herealter indemnify and save harmless tbe 
said borough of Bristol ot and iiomall and e\ery 
claim tor damages ot any kind whatsoever 
which may arise trom the construction, ina.nte- 
nance and operation ot tbe said telephone sys- 
tem • 
bKO 8. That it at any time tbe said Standard 
Telephone Company sliall abandon thdlr lino, 
and cease to operate the same lor a period ot 
ninety days, then this ordinance and all the 
right? and privileges herein granted shall cease 
and become null and void, and the said Tele- 
phono Company shall remove all their wires, 
poles and other equipments from the streets ot 
said borough, and lea^e the same In the same 
good condition as they were in before the com- 
mencement ot the construction ot the said tele- 
phone system, and in case the said Telephone 
Company shall not remove their poles, wire, &o. 
trom the streets, and put the streets in good 
condition as abore mentioned, within six months 
atterthis ordinance shall have been declared 
null and void by the Burgess and Council tor 
tbe reason aforesaid, then and lii that case the 
said Burgess and Council shall have the right to 
remove said poles, wires. &c., and put the 
a tree La in good condition as above mentioned, 
and recover the costs of the same in uu action 
against said Telephone Company. 


SKO 9. That the said Telephone Company 
shall be subject to such reasonable regu.actons 
and ordinances regulating the maintenance and 
operation ot their said telephone system in the 
borough ot Bristol as the Burgess and Council ot 
eald borough may trom time to time enact; that 
the said The Burgess and Council of the borough 
ot Bristol shall have the right to use any or all of 
the poles of the aa Id company lor police or tire 
alarm purposes, provided, however, that in such 
use of the poleo by the Burgess and Council ot 
Bristol Borouth.no wire shall DO run between 
any pole ot the Telephone Company and any 
pole carrying any wire not belonging to the Tele- 
phone Company.

The first game of basket ball ever playfii 


in the borough was on lasl Friday evening 
when the Bristol team defeated the Colum 
bias, of Philadelphia, at the Bristol rink by 
the score of 12 to 3. 


Through Mr. Tost, who has leased tin 


rink, and Manager Smith, of the Brislo 
team, Bristol ba* been admitted into th 
Middle Slate League, which is compose! 
mostly of the teams in those portions of tin 
States of New Jersey and Pennsylvania tha 
are in the Delaware Valley. 


For the benefit of those who have never 


witnessed a game of this fascinating and pop 
ular sport we give the following brief de 
ecription: 
The paraphernalia consists o 


two baskets, which resemble scoop nets uaei 
by fishermen for minnows, and a large bal 
that looks like an old-fashioned football 
Each team is composed of five or seven men 
(as Ihe captains choose), and the object is 
to throw the ball into the baskets, which are 
about 20 yards apart, When the ball is 
thrown into the opponents' basket it counts 
two points, but every means is used to pre- 
vent it. If the ball is kicked, or more than 
two players engage in a scrimmage, it ia 
counted a foul and the ball is given to the 
opposing team, whereupon one of the mem 
bers tries to shoot it in the basket without 
interference. 
If it drops in it counts one 


Two thirty-minute halves constitute a game.

making the spectators wild with delight. Big 
Jack Keenap. got "gilled" in the net and 
ripped it a yard or more, while Gadsby was 
tangled up in it so that time had to be called 
to rescue him.

The privilege of freedom from arrest 


enjoyed by members of parliament is 
confined to civil matters; bat, since the 
abolition of imprisonment "for deBt, this 
immunity has been shorn of most of its 
utility. Formerly it was a very useful 
privilege. Disraeli says of one of the 
characters in his first novel, "Vivian 
Grey," that "the only way to keep him 
oat of the house of correction was to 
get him into the house of commons." 
Parliament was then a convenient haven 
of refuge for "splendid paupers." 


In one case an English member named 


Mills, who owed £28,000 and for whose 
arrest a warrant was in the hands of 
the sheriff, avoided imprisonment by 
purchasing a eeat for one of the old 
"rotten borongbs" in 1807 for the sum 
of £1,000. In another case an Irishman 
named Bourke was confined in the 
King's Bench prison about 70 years 
ago in execution for a considerable debt. 
Hie friends got him elected for an Irish 
constituency, hot he never entered the 
house. 
On his release after election 


he fled to the continent and remained 
there. 
Again in 1885 the year before Dis 


raeli published "Vivian Grey," a man 
who was in prison for debt was returned 
for Bererley, a small English borongh 
and was forthwith released on a war 
rant issued by Mr. Speaker.

Tli« Flanltlngr Movement. 


No battle plaue have been more gen- 


erally used than the flanking move- 
ments intended to overwhelm one end 
ol an opponent's fighting line, to the 
great and probably fatal weakening of 
the rest of his position. The Confeder- 
ates used these tactics in their most suc- 
cessful battles of the civil war, and it 
is worthy of notice that their attacks 
which were particularly daring and 
successful were almost invariably made 
against the Federal right wing. 


The troubles peculiar to that unlucky 


part of the northern armies began at 
Bull Bun, and continued, east and west, 
for over two years. At that battle the 
Federal right wing made a well planned 
movement against the Confederate left. 
Both sides fought well for new troops, 
"Stonewall" Jackson earning his battle 
name by the resistance he and his men 
made to the attack against them, but 
the Federals had gained ground and 
were still advancing, when fresh Con- 
federate forces fell on the regiments at 
the right end of their line of battle. 
The historical stampede that followed 
was an unfortunate but perfectly nat- 
ural result. —"The Unlucky Bight 
Wing," byQilbert Tompkius, in North 
American Review.

A Woman Astronomer. 


Marie Jeanne Amelle Harlay, who aft- 


erward became by marriage a niece of the 
first Lalande, was born In 1768, not 1760, 
as Bebiere says. She made such reduc- 
tions as wore necessary for the 10,000 stars 
of her husband's catalogue, published In 
1709, besides much other work of the 
game kind published at various times by 
herself. Mine. Lalande's only daughter 
was born on Jan. 20, 1790.

Hursohel. For this reason the Infant was 
named Caroline. A son had previously 
boon named Isaac, in memory of Newton. 
Mme. Lalande took much pains to train 
A. H. G. Casslni as an astronomer that he 
might follow the traditions of his four il- 
lustrious ancestors and thus be Cassini V 
In astronomical biography. He did work 
after awhile at the Paris observatory, but 
after a few months devoted himself exclu- 
sively to botany. Mme. Lalando lived un- 
til 1832.—Popular Astronomy. 


The Hour ol Lincoln'" Shooting. 
A highly interesting story is told to 


account for the fact that almost every 
wooden clock in America has its hands 
painted to indicate the hour of 18 min- 
utes past 8. It is related that most such 
watchmakers' signs -were originally 
made by one man, who was et first in 
the habit of painting the hands to indi- 
cate any old or young hour that struck 
bis fancy when he came to that part of 
the job. But when President Lincoln 
\vas assassinated he conceived the idea 
of commemorating the event by record- 
ing the hour and minute thereof upon 
aft his wooden timepieces, a custom 
over since perpetuated. There is some- 
thing striking and dramatic about this 
notion of time standing still forever 
lifter an event of such tragic signifi- 
cance. There is no doubt about the fact 
that nearly aJl the wooden clocks do in- 
dicate the hoar of 18 minutes past 8. 
You can see that for yourself. But if the 
olookmaker thought .he was thereby re- 
cording the hour of the assassination 
his intelligence was as wooden as his 
wares, lor President Lincoln was shot 
not at 18 minutes past 8, but at about 
IB minutes past 10.—New York Post.

The sudden application of a wet eheet 


is a stimulus to which the system re- 
sponds with a reaction which sets up a 
brisk circulation, resulting in a healthy 
glow and general activity of the organs. 
In addition to this, it is probable that 
eome of the evil "humors" of the body 
may be dissolved out through the poree 
of the skin.' 
All this ia healthy, provided the sys- 


tem can withstand the shook and the 
heat is kept in by blankets outside the 
sheet. In the case of damp sheets, how- 
ever, there is no stimulus, and the body 
merely loses heat in absorbing the mois- 
ture.

A Remo.rlcable'-Lake. 


The.moat remarkable body of water 


in the world lies in the vicinity of the 
Colorado river, in southern California. 
In this region of ugly volcanoes, deso- 
late wastes and slimy swamps, the 
strangest phenomenon of all is what 
the naturalists cull a "lake of ink." 
No other description fits as well. 


The strange black fluid that forms 


the lake bears no resemblance to water. 


The pool of ink is situated about half 


a mile from a volcano. It is about an 
acre in area. The surface is coated with 
gray ashes from the volcanoes to the 
thickness of about six inches, thus con- 
cealing its real nature. 


Experience has proved that the black 


fluid of the lake is not poisonous. It 
acts as a dye, and cotton goods soaked 
in it keep their color for months, even 
when exposed to the sun. They also ac- 
quire a stiffness similar to that produced 
by weak starch. The fluid has been 
analyzed, but its component parts have 
not been made known. As to the source 
of the supply of the lake, nothing defi- 
nite has been ascertained. It is undoubt- 
edly of volcanic origin, but nothing 
more definite is known.
